Under the proposal an interna- 
tional fleet composed of British, 
French, Turkish and Greek vs 
sels would sink any submarine or 
warship attacking neutral mer- 
chantmen. Greek and Turkish as- 
surance that their warships would 
co-operate was received today. Brit- 
ain’s willingness to participate had 


been known. 

If Germany and Italy had decid- 
ef to attend the conference, France 
and Britain would have asked for 
establishment of zones in which no 
submarines could operate, officials 
said. Since neither Germany nor 
Italy plans to attend, Paris and 
London agreed that punitive, rath- 
er than preventive, measures must 
be taken against shipping attacks 
which have grown out of the Span- 
ish civil war. 

When the conference convenes a 
committee of naval experts will be 
called on to draft detailed plans 
for the Mediterranean patrol. 

British Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden outlined Britain’s posi- 
tion at a dinner with French for- 
eign Minister Yvon Delbos tonight. 


Details of Italian and German Re- 
plies Rejecting Invitation. 
By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Sept. 9.—Italy and Ger- 
many today rejected an invitation 
to confer with 11 other Powers on 
ways to stop attacks on neutral 
shipping in the Mediterranean by 
suggesting to Great Britain and 
France that the question be placed 
in the hands of the European non- 
intervention committee. 

The Italian reply was sent by 
Foreign Minister Count Galeazzo 
Ciano to the British and French 
Governments, which have spon- 
sored tomorrow’s Mediterranean 
parley in Switzerland. | 

Both Italian and German notes 
declared the Soviet accusation that 
Italian submarines had torpedoed 
two Soviet ships finally prompted 
their decision. 

“Reservations should be made,” 
the Italian note said, “with regard 
to the invitation of Soviet Rus- 
sia to the conference.”.

PEORIA, IIL, Sept. 9. — A boat- 
man found the automobile of Ben- 
jamin R. Belsley, president of the 
Roanoke State Bank, on the shore 
of the Illinois River near Chilli- 
cothe last night, and Sheriff Marcus 
Olson said a note found on the 
fro t indicated Belgley, 54 
years old, had@ taken his life. 

The Sheriff said Belsley’s clothes 
were found later in a rowboat 
adrift on the river and that a 
sister had identified the hand- 
writing. as Belsley’s. Belsley re- 
sided in Péoria. The note said: 
“In an effort to pay off the waived 
‘deposits of the Roanoke State Bank 
at an early date I appropriated 
from time to time bonds of said 
bank and, contrary to my fervént 
hope, my stock and grain specula- 
tions went against me. Now I am 
unable to return same when some 
of them are needed.” The note, 
three pages in length, was written 
on stationary of the Chicago Y. M. 
C. A. Hotel. 

C. O. Parvin, cashier of the bank, 
said a State bank examiner would 
arrive today to check the bank’s 
bond account, which Belsley super- 
vised.

They were G. E. Wray, doing 
business as the Atlas Loan & Ih- 
vestment Co., and Corwin C. Cra- 
mer, L. C. Adams and Nathan Wyc- 
koff, doing business as the Acme 
Loan & Investment Co. The Atlas 
Loan & Investment Co. was also 
fined $500. 

Assistant Attorney-General J. B. 
Harris, who filed the charges 
last July, announced the defend- 
ants had agreed to withdraw from 
the loan business. He said the 
State would take further action if 
they attempted to collect :on notes 
which they now hold. 

Charges against Harold Pea, 
named in an information filed at 
the same time, were dismissed by 
Judge Fleming on the ground there 
was no evidence Pea had engaged 
in the loan business. 

Altogether, 14 men were named 
in the information. Two of the de- 
fendants previously had pleaded 
guilty and had been fined $500 
each. Seven of the cases still are 
pending. |

BRITISH FREIGHTER SEIZED 
BY SPANISH REBEL SHIP 


The Stanwold of 1000 Tons Cap- 
tured; Was on Way to 
Gijon. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 9.—The British 
freighter Stanwold reported it was 
captured by a Spanish insurgent 
war vessel in the Bay of Biscay, 
Lloyds said today. 

The marine underwriters declared 
a message from the Stanwold said 
it was seized about 10 o’clock last 
night within Spanish territorial wa- 
ters on the north coast of Spain, 
about 30 miles east of Gijon, a Gov- 
ernment-held port. 

The Admiralty confirmed the re- 
port that the Stanwold had been 
seized and added that it was taken 
inside the three-mile limit. This, 
then, was a legal seizure. 

Britain had instructed merchant 
Ship blockade runners that they 
enter territorial waters at their 
own risk. 

The 1000-ton Stanwold, owned by 
the Stanhope Steamship Co. of Lon- 
don, left Bordeaux, France, Sept. 
3 for Gijon.

He was taken 
to Edwardsville this afternoon and 
placed in Madison County Jail. 

In the six weeks since the crime, 
committed in the midst of Alton’s 
centennial celebration, Wagner has 
journeyed to Texas and to Har- 
risburg, Pa. He quit a job in Har- 
risburg last week, rather than fill 
out a Social Security card with 
information as to himself, and re- 
turned to the St. Louis area. Ata 
hobo “jungle” in East St. Louis, 
he was pursued by East Side police 
yesterday afternoon, and escaped 
after a bullet grazed his arm.

At 9 a. m. today, Motorcycle Pa- 
trolman Roland Farnsworth, of the 
traffic division, saw a man driv- 
ing north on South Broadway in a

His Story of Shooting. 


Telling of the occurrences of 


July 22 at Alton, Wagner said: 

“The officer arrested me (on sus- 
picion of a garage burglary at Me- 
dora, Ill.), and got into my car to 
drive me to the City Hall. When we 
got there, the officer got out of the 
car first, and I reached under the 
floor mat and got out my auto- 
matic pistol. 


“I told him to give me his gun, 
but he drew his gun and started 
shooting at me. I fired at him, He 
fell to the street, and I ran. 


“That night I hid in an old foun- 
dry yard near Alton. I stayed 
around there the next day, and the 
next night I stole an auto and 
drove over the Lewis and Clark 
bridge. As I went over, I threw 
my gun into the Mississippi River. 
I went to some town in Missouri, 
left the car there and hopped a 
freight train for Texas. 


Back on East Side Yesterday. 


“I left Texas after a faw days, 
and worked East on trains and by 
hitch-hiking, to Pennsylvania. I 
had a job at Harrisburg, and would 
have stayed, only they wanted me 
to fill out a card, and I thought 
I’d better not do that. I got into 
East St. Louis yesterday, and the 
police almost got me near the B. 
& QO. tracks yesterday afternoon; a 
bullet fired by one of them grazed 
my arm. 

“Last evening I hired a man for 
a quarter to row me across the 
river to St. Louis. I went out in 
the West End and stole a car and 
just drove around aimlessly, but to- 
day I intended to go out to some 
friends of mine in Missouri, and 
see if they would put me up for 
awhile.” 

Wagner signed a confession of 
the crime and a waiver of extradi- 
tion proceedings before he ‘was 
taken to Edwardsville. He said he 
intended to plead guilty. He is 
23 years old, and was paroled from 
Pontiac Reformatory a year ago, 
after serving 18 months of an in- 
determinate sentence for an auto- 
mobile theft. He is blind in the 
right eye from a cataract, but us- 
usually wore a glass cap over the 
eyeball, giving in a normal look. 

A $500 reward was offered by 
Alton and Madison County for his 
arrest. He had no weapon when 
arested, but a Luger pistol, left 
by him at the East Side “jungle,”

Inquiry into the granting of a 


temporary restraining order to the | 
Waterloo Milk Co., which stopped | 


the city from enforcing its latest 
pure milk ordinance, has disclosed 
an interesting political situation. 
This is that Mayor Dickmann 
finds thé standard milk control or- 
dinance, of which he boasted as an 
outstanding achievement of his pre- 
vious administration, under attack 
by Robert E. Hannegan, who holds 
the post of chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic City Committee because of 


the Mayor’s support. Hannegan was 
retained as counsel for the com- 
pany only last week. 

Frank G. Oexner, president, treas- 
urer and general manager of the 
company, seen at its Waterloo (IIL) 
plant yesterday by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, was asked why Hannegan 
had been hired. 

Oexner replied that the Demo- 
cratic city chairman had been re- 
tained because he is a Democrat. 
During the conversation he referred 
to him familiarly as “Bob.” 

Mayor’s Appointees Attacked. 

* Hannegan’s petition, on which 
Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sartorius 
granted an order Tuesday stépping 
the city from enforcing revocation 
of the Waterloo company’s license 
to sell milk in St. Louis, pending 
a hearing next Thursday to show 
cause before Circuit Judge Robert 
J. Kirkwood, also deals unkindly 
with the Mayor’s appointees. 

Health Commissioner Joseph F. 
Bredeck, first official champion in 
St. Louis of the standard ordinance 
of the United States Public Health 
Service, which went into effect last 
Dec, 15, was charged with “usurpa- 
tion of power and authority” in 
bringing complaints against the 
company and recommending revo- 
cation of the license, 

Dr. Bredeck, as has been told, 
charged the company mixed milk 
from inspected and uninspected 
sources, including mitk from pro- 
ducers barred from the St. Louis 
market because of objectionable 
sanitary conditions. He charged 
also that the company failed to re- 
port the source of supply and had 
failed to pay an inspection tax of 
4 cents a hundred pounds. 

The five members of the Board 
of Public Service, also appointed 
by Mayor Dickmann and constitut- 
ing his Cabinet, were charged with 
bias and prejudice and criticised 
because they “countenanced and 
condoned” the alleged usurpation of 
power by Dr. Bredeck. Revocation 
of the license was ordered by the 
board. 

Says Ordinance Is Invalid. 

In the language of Hannegan’s 
petition, the ordinance is “invalid, 
illegal and unlawful” for numerous 
reasons, including alleged  viola- 
tion of the Federal and State Con- 
stitutions, and because it “consti- 
tutes the Health Commissioner a 
czar of private industry and grants 
him control of production.” 

In the language of the Demo- 
cratic platform, drafted by Chair- 
man Hannegan’s City Committee 
and candidates at last April’s elec- 
tions, the ordinance was quite a 
different sort of document. 

“We take pride,” said the plat- 
form, “in the fact that we have 
provided for the people of St. Louis 
the most effective measures of 
smoke abatement and milk control 
ever attempted by any previous ad- 
ministration, Our candidate for 
Mayor pledges himself to see that 
only men qualified to discharge the 
important duties imposed by these 
measures will be appointed to ad- 
minister them and that they are en- 
forced strictly in accordance with 
their spirit and intent, to the end 
that the health and welfare of our 
citizens may be thus more fully 
protected.” 

Statement by Bredeck. 

Following the issuance of the 
court order against enforcement of 
the milk law, Health Commissioner 
Bredeck today issued the following 
statement: ; 

To the citizens of St. Louis: 

The Health Division has re- 
quested that the permit of the Wa- 
terloo Milk Co., of Waterloo, IIL, 
be revoked because of repeated

SOVIET ARMY HOLDS GAMES 
NEAR EUROPEAN FRONTIER 


Troops Said to Have Displayed Ex- 
traordinary Training and 
Discipline. 

By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 9.—The Soviet’s 
army commanders were impressed 
today by war games close to Rus- 
sia’s European frontier, the area 
where the military newspaper Red 
Star said “Fascist sea pirates are 
trying to provoke a new world 
war.” 

The publication said the troops 
displayed extraordinary training 
and discipline in maneuvers in the 
Leningrad military district, It at- 
tached particular importance to the 
repulsion of an “enemy” tank at- 
tack by Soviet artillery because of 
the area’s exposure to invasion 
from the west. 

Infantry made long marches at 
night to concentration points for 
the maneuvers with artillery, cav- 
alry and tanks in swampy, wooded 
terrain.

*i. Reliable Chinese

PEIPING, Sept. 9. — A detach- 
ment of 4000 Japanese troops was 
reported today to have been wiped 
out by a Chinese ambush in the 
rocky hills west of here. The Jap- 
anese line was said to have been 
thrust back five miles by the 
Chinese onslaught. 

Japanese commanders were ob- 
viously worried over the fate of 
their operations in this area, where 
their advance has been held up a 
full month by dogged Chinese re- 
sistance and astute strategy. 

Heavy reinforcements were flow- 
ing through Peiping to Liangh- 
siang, 30 miles to the south, and 
to the sorely menaced Japanase 
right flank in the western hills 


around Mentoukuo, 25 miles to the 
west. 


Japanese Casualties Heavy. 


The steady stream of wounded 
Japanese coming back from the 
front was almost equally heavy. 8 
Several thousands have . been 
brought here in the last few days 
and last night a trainload of 
wounded was evacuated to Tangku, 
the port of Tientsin, where they 
will be sent back to Japan. Most 
of the injured were lying flat on 
the floors of cattle cars. 

ntoukuo front, w 
Japanese operation is threa 
by a wide Chinese flank attack, 
said that the 4000 Japanese were 
drawn into a trap by retreating 
Chinese. 

The Japanese pursued the retreat 
far into the maze of hills where 
the Chinese have prepared almost 
impregnable positions. Then, from 
the hill tops, the Chinese swarmed 
down, riddling the Japanese with 
machine gun fire and forcing them 
to retreat five miles to the east. 

The Japanese army was reported 
paying high prices to Chinese farm- 
ars to recover the insignia from the 
bodies of Japanese to conceal their 
regiments and the number of 
casualties. 


Minor Advances in South. 


Minor advances were claimed by 
Japanese military commanders on 
the Tientsin to Pukow Railroad 
where Machang, the Chinese 
stronghold 25 miles south of Tien- 
tsin, is being attacked, but no de- 
cisive action was reported. 

Throughout the North China 
area Chinese irregular troops were 
aiding the huge numbers of reg- 
ulars, pressing in on the Japanese. 

Reliable reports from Changsin- 
tien said-that a high Japanese mili- 
tary inspector, visiting the front 
lines south of Lianghsiang, - had 
been ambushed and killed with 
four attendants. 

It was known that an impressive 
Japanese military funeral was held 
at Changsintien but the identity | R 
of the officer was not disclosed.

Three Universities Occupied. 

Japanese troops have occupied 
portions of three Chinese univer- 
sities, the Northeastern, Pekin Na- 
tional and National Normal. Jap- 
anese troops are patrolling Haitien 
Village near the American-operated 
Yenching University, northwest of 
the city, because of the recent night 
raids of the Chinese irregulars. 

A United States educator was 
accosted by an armed band of the 
irregulars five miles from the city. 
On learning his identity, they in- 
formed him they had no intention 
of harming Americans. 

“We are only after the Japanese,” 
they said. 8 

It is reported that Japanese cen- 
sors at the central postoffice are 
stopping all English language news- 
papers printed in China, although 
American mails are still delivered. 
These papers have also been re- 
moved from the reading room files 
of libraries all over town.

HENDAYE, French - Spanish 
Frontier, Sept. 9.—Insurgent planes 
and guns pounded the remnants of 
Government defenses in Northwest- 
ern Spain today after, according to 
a Government bulletin, the rebel 
advance on Gijon had been stalled 
temporarily and more than 1000 in- 
surgents killed by a -udden coun- 
ter-offensive. 

Insurgent artillery bombarded 
the Covadonga line, a network of 
fortifications hastily thrown up by 
the Government’s Asturian troops 
near the coast. 

Aerial attacks caused heavy dam- 
age in Gijon, last Government-held 
stronghold on the Biscayan coast, 
about 30 miles from the vanguard 
of Generalissimo Fransico Franco’s 
westward-driving coastal columns. 

The situation within Gijon was 
termed acute. Police fled into the 
mountains, leaving the city without 
protection from extremists and 
plunderers. 

Dispatches from Madrid, mean- 
while, said the defenders of that 
long-besieged Spanish city had 
struck against the insurgent lines 
west of Madrid, capturing positions 
near Valdemorillo that strength- 
ened their grasp on territory recov- 
ered in the recent Brunete cam- 
paign. The insurgents offered only 
slight opposition. 

Battle 45 Miles From Gijo 

The Madrid - Valencia Govern- 
ment’s bulletin from the north- 
west, apparently referring to a 
battle fought yesterday about 45 
miles east of the insurgents’ sea- 
port objective, admitted, however, 
that the offensive had not been 
halted. 

An insurgent communique said 
the push on Gijon had been slowed 
up by fog which covered mountain 
roads of Eastern Oviedo, or Astu- 
Tias, province. 

The Government communique 
said the ‘insurgents were driving 
forward between the coast and one 
of the highest mountain ranges of 
Spain, the Picos de Europa. The 
ridge lies about 14 miles south of 
Llanes on the Bay of Biscay. Far- 
ther northwest stands Covadonga 
mountain, where King Pelayo and 
his Asturians centuries ago start- 
ed their re-conquest of Spain from 
the Moors. ‘ 

Fortifications on Mountain. 

Mount Covadonga was being for- 
tified by twentieth century Astu- 
rians, recruited by the Spanish 
Government from the  province’s 
mine lands. The mountain posi- 
tions, they hope, will enable them 
to keep insurgents from the impor- 
tant highway leading from insur- 
gent-held Oviedo, the provincial 
capital, to Rivadesella, on the coast 
about 35 miles east of Gijon. 

If the insurgents gain the road 
it might open the way for a deci- 
sive attack on Gijon and Oviedo’s 
outlying districts from which the 
dynamite-throwing miners have 
laid siege almost since the start of 
the civil war last summer. 

The road from Oviedo to Rivade- 
sella joints the Gijon-Llanes coast- 
al highway. 

54 Sailors Reported Seized. 

Insurgent radio stations an- 
nounced that 54 sailors from the 
Government cruiser Libertad, which 
was damaged yesterday in a Medi- 
terranean fight off Algiers, had 
been taken as prisoners to Cadiz. 
The seamen were said to have 
taken to lifeboats only to be picked 
up by the insurgent cruiser Bal- 
eares. 

A decree signed by the Finance 
Minister at the Government’s tem- 
porary capital, Valencia, set aside 4,- 
000,000 pesetas (about $260,400) for 
fortifications and anti-aircraft de- 
fenses on the eastern coast at Va- 
lencia and Cartagena. 

All fishing craft of the north- 
ern coast were requisitioned by a 
Valencia decree for the removal of 
refugees, apparently those seeking 
to flee from Oviedo province and 
Gijon. 

A temporary direct tax on all ex- 
cess wartime profits, ranging from 
10 to 80 per cent, also was 
decreed by the Finance Minister. 
The levy applies to both Spaniards 
and foreigners. Excess profits were 
interpreted as those running more 
than 5 per cent above profits be- 
fore July 19, last year.

Civilians Killed in Raid. 
While the Japanese troops surged 
against the concrete pill boxes with 
which the Chinese have fortified 
their lines, the Whangpoo fleet's 
guns attempted to blast a path for 
them and bombing planes carried 
the war far to the rear. 

Scores of Chinese civilians were 
killed or wounded when Japanese 
war planes raided the Nantao and 
Lunghua districts, south of the In- 
ternational Settlement. Nantao is 
the ancient Chinese city and both 
sections are thickly populated. 

A Japanese spokesman said that 
if Chinese artillery continued to use 
Pootung, across the Whangpoo 
from the International Settlement, 
as a base the Japanese may land 
troops there. He said the Japan- 
ese activities heretofore had been 
confined to bombardment of the 
outlying areas in Pootung, thus 
avoiding large foreign property in- 
terests along the riverfront. 

Such would no longer be the case, 
he intimatetd, if the Japanese were 
forced.to land troops and attempt 
to drive out the Chinese batteries 
in hand-to-hand fighting. 

Shells Near U. S. Consulate. 

, Three one-pounder shells crashed 
directly in front of the American 
Consulate-General this afternoon, 
seriously injuring three Chinese 
civilians and one British Sikh po- 
liceman. 

The shells were fired from Chi- 
nese guns just north of the Inter- 
national Settlement border, appar- 
ently at four low-flying Japanese 
bombers.

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Siesta Custom Discarded 


During Fighting in Spain 


Soldiers Who Used to Take Daily Rest 


Now Find They Put in Full 
Day of Activity. 


By the Associated Press. — 

MADRID, Sept. 9.—The old days 
of the Spanish Civil War, when the 
traditional daily siesta was part of 
the day’s routine, battle or no bat- 


tle, are ended. 

When off duty in the trenches, 
the soldiers still take a siesta after 
the noon meal, but during fighting 
periods there is no hour of rest for 
anyone. 

The loyalist soldiers on duty in 
the trenches around Madrid make 
a “stand to” at dawn, just as sol- 
diers did in the World War. From 
then on they are busy on their day- 
long guard duty, improving the 
trench system, cleaning dugouts, 
and going to school. There is a 
very strong effort to abolish illiter- 
acy in the army. 

The soldiers in the trenches fre- 
quently shed their shirts and work 
stripped to the waist. They discard 
their heavy campaign shoes and 
don the comfortable native Alpar- 
gatas—the light canvas shoes made 
with rope soles. 

For breakfast the soldier has only 
coffee and bread and by 1 p. m. 
he is ravenous for the “rancho” 
which, at the front, is prepared in 


field kitchens. This generally con- 
sists of “cocido,” a kind of stew 
made of meat, split peas, potatoes 
and other vegetables. 

At other times he gets beans with 
sausages. Again a stew of dried 
codfish and potatoes. In addition 
he has plenty of bread and a pint 
of wine daily. For supper he has 
the same kind of a meal plus what- 
ever fruit may be available. 

The heat doesn’t worry Spanish 
soldiers much, although they keep 
in the shade of dugouts whenever 
possible. The difference in tempera- 
ture between the shade and the sun 
is as much as 16 degrees. 

Due to the lack of trees, the heat 
in the fields is stifling, tempera- 
tures as high as 122 degrees, Fahr- 
enheit, often recorded. 

With such heat, the hottest part 
of the day finds both armies slug- 
gish. Most of the sniping and shell- 
ing breaks out toward the cool of 
the evening and is carried on dur- 
ing the night, although about 2 a. 
m. both armies again become quiet. 

The soldiers play much football 
behind the lines and behind most 
fronts regular cafes and rest rooms 
have been organized where card 
games are played.

S. Kulic, who said they were in an- 
other car at Gravois road and Ol- 
denburg avenue when Mrs. Gru- 
bisic was struck at that intersec- 
tion, have identified Miss McIntire’s 
automobile as the one in the acci- 
dent, Constable Doran says.

$800,000 COUNTY BONDS 
BRING $1304 PREMIUM 


Board Accept Bid Made on Basis of 
3 Per Cent 
Interest. 


The $800,000 in bonds authorized 
by St. Louis County voters Aug. 17 
to pay creditors who had obtained 
judgments, were sold by the County 
Court today to a syndicate which 
offered a premium of $1304 for 3 
per cent bonds. 

The bid, best of eight submitted, 
was made by Stix & Co. of St. 
Louis; Brown, Harriman & Co. of 
New York, and the Northern Trust 
Co. of Chicago. All other bids were 
for bonds which would bear in- 
terest at 3% per cent. 

A premium of $19,080, for 3% per 
cent bonds, was the second best 
bid.

One New Fatality in St. Louis? 
Four Others Found by

Another death from encephalitis 
was reported today to the Health 
Department and four more were 
found in a recheck of records by, 
the vital statistics bureau, bring- 
ing the total number of deaths to 
date in the current sleeping sick- 
ness outbreak to 40. Thirteen new 
cases were reported today, making 
a total of 159 since June. 

The death reported today was

In rechecking its records, the 
vital statistics bureau found there 
was one death in June, one in July, 
10 in August and 28 thus far in 
September.

Although 13 cases were reported 
today, the figure was four less than 
yesterday. Over the three-day La- 
bor day holiday, 23 cases were re- 
ported. Health Commissioner Jo- 
seph F. Bredeck announced today 
there was as yet no cause for 
alarm since the outbreak had not 
assumed epidemic proportions. He 
repeated his belief that the out- 
break would not approach the 1933 
epidemic wher there were 221 
deaths out of 1100 cases.

AFL INVESTIGATING Je 
UNION BARON NEGROES 


Green’s Representative Checks 
Up on Discrimination by 
Building Trades. 


William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, has 


sent a special representative to St. 
Louis to investigate the protests 
of Negro organizations that mem- 
bers of their race skilled in the 
building trades are being discrim- 
inated against by the A. F. of L. 
unions of skilled mechanics here. 

The representative ig Al Towers, 
formerly of Belleville, who more 
recently has been organizer for the 
International Molders’ Union at 
Erie, Pa. For the past month Tow- 
ers has been conferring with of- 
ficers of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil and with representatives of Ne- 
gro groups. Other meetings are 
planned for the near future, after 
which Towers will submit a report 
to the A. F. of L. head. 

Green acted after receiving pro- 
tests from locals of the Brotherhood 
of Sleeping Car Porters, Dining Car 
Employes’ Union and other A. F. 
of L. affiliates which have Negro 
members in St. Louis. These or- 
ganizations pointed out that for 
years skilled Negro workers have 
been attempting without success to 
gain admission to the Building 
Trades Council here, although the 
council] has taken in Negro hod- 
carriers and laborers. 

Towers’ Negotiations. 

When Towers arrived, skilled Ne- 
gro mechanics barred from the A. 
F. of L.,, were picketing a store 
building being constructed in a Ne- 
gro neighborhood by white me 
chanics who are members of the 
Building Trades Council unions. Ne- 
gro workers also were building a 
theater at 3144 Easton avenue, with- 
out the assistance of A. F. of L. 
mechanics, in order to show their 
qualifications for membership in 
the council. 

At the first meeting called by 
Towers, officers of the Building 
Trades Council declined to discuss 
the problem as long as picketing 
continued at the store building. The 
Negro group thereupon withdrew 
its pickets and the conferences be- 
gan. The skilled Negroes have not 
been directly represented at the 
meetings, but their case has been 
presented by officials of the Sleep- 
ing Car Porters and other Negro 
A. F. of L. unions. 

Towers said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday that as a result 
of the meetings the Building 
Trades Council had asked that the 
Negro group submit a list of Ne- 
groes whom it considers eligible for 
membership in the skilled unions, 
and it has been agreed that such 
a list will be drawn up. In the 
past, officers of the Building Trades 
Council have contended that Negro 
workmen could become union mem- 
bers if they could pass examina- 
tions of their trade knowledge, but 
that none has proved sufficiently 


skilled. 
Discrimination Denied. 

This question of skill, however, 
has not been directly raised in the 
current conferences, Towers said. 
He said the Building Trades Coun- 
cil has contended that there is not 
sufficient work at this time for its 
present members, and that it is 
not admitting any new members, 
white or Negro, until its idle work- 
ers are al] employed. It has de- 
nied discrimination because of race. 

Just what official standing the 
conferences have is doubtful. Tow- 
ers explained that the internation- 
al unions affiliated with the A. F. 
of L. are autonomous, and that 
each of them has the right to de- 
termine its own standards of 
eligibility; so that apparently all 
that can result is a “recommenda- 
tion” as to policy in St. Louis. The 
unions in the Building Trades 
Council admit skilled Negro work- 
men in some cities, but in others 
they do not. 

Meanwhile work on the theater 
at 3144 Easton avenue is nearing 
completion, without interference by 
the Building Trades Council. The 
theater was picketed by the A. F. 
of L. shortly after work began, but 
the pickets were withdrawn almost 
immediately. A large sign on the 
front of the building states the aim 
of the Negro group: “We insist 
on jobs where our money goes.”

EFFORT TO REDUCE SMOKE

Survey of Heating Plants Ordered 
by Board of Education Com- 
mittee. 

A survey of public school heating 
plants with a view of eliminating 
unnecessary smoke was ordered 
yesterday by the Building’ Commit- 
tee of the Board of Education.

dinance. After a hearing the 

Board of Public Service revoked 

their permit on Sept. 7, 1937. 

Following this revocation, the 
Waterloo Milk Co. was granted a 
temporary restraining order by 
the Circuit Court which prevents 
the Health Division from molest- 
ing the Waterloo Milk Co. in the 
conduct of its business and the 
City of St. Louis has been enjoined 
from enforcing the milk ordi- 
nance as to them. 

I am advised by the City Coun- 
selor this order has taken the 
matter out of the hands of the 
Health Division, and I, as Health 
Commissioner of the City of St. 
Louis, am_ thereby prohibited 
from exercising any supervision 
over the milk or milk products of 
the Waterloo Milk Co. in the City 
of St. Louis until the further or- 
der of the Court. 

The injunction suit was filed last 
Tuesday afternoon, after denial by 
the Board of Public Service of Han- 
negan’s request that execution of 
its order be delayed until he could 
file such a proceeding. Arrange- 
ment was made by Hannegan’s of- 
fice to permit filing the suit after 
the usual closing hour at the Cir- 
cuit Clerk’s office. It reached the 
office at 5:02 p. m. and was put on 
the docket by Deputy Clerk Ralph 
Pepoon. 

Judge Kirkwood was out of t he 
city attending a funeral and Judge 
Charles B. Williams, who presides 
in the other equity division, like- 
wise was absent. Judge Sartorius, 
Presiding Judge, sitting in the as- 
signment division, was the only 
Judge in the building and had been 
told by the Circuit Clerk's office 
that the case was expected. : 

Judge Sartorius Explains. 
Judge Sartorius, when seen today 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter, said 
he went on the bench and heard a 
brief argument by Hannegan that 
an emergency existed and that the 
company would suffer great loss if 
denied the right to do business in 
St. Louis pending a hearing on the 
application for a permanent injunc- 
tion. 

“Counsel said that two-thirds of 
the company’s daily output of 16,- 
000 pounds of milk was distributed 
in St. Louis,” Judge Sartorius said, 
in outlining the case as presented 
to him. “Should the company be 
required to suspend business for 
only a few days, I was told, pro- 
ducers regularly supplying it would 
take their milk to other dealers 
and the required volume necessary 
to supply customers would be re- 
gained with difficulty if the com- 
pany made its case.” 
Asked about the assignment of 
the case, Judge Sartorius said he 
sent it to Judge Kirkwood’s court 
in regular order and that he had 
followed the usual practice of mak- 
ing the order to show cause return- 
able on the first return day. 
Before the filing of the suit, ar- 
rangements also had been made by 
Hannegan at the Sheriff's office 
to have a deputy at hand for serv- 
ice of writs. The deputy received 
them at 6:10 p. m. and 20 minutes 
later Chief of Police Glassco had

Judge Kirkwood today said it 
would not be possible for him, on 
his own order, to advance the time 
of the hearing on the order to show 
cause.;He pointed out that the City 
Counselor, however, after serving 
notice on the company, might ask 
that the date for hearing be 
changed.

Company Founded in 1901. 

The Waterloo Milk Co., estab- 
lished in 1901, is capitalized at 
$400,000. Oexner said there were 
about 400 stockholders, most of 
whom are dairy farmers living near 
Waterloo, where the company has 
its main plant. When any of these 
stockholders were taken from the 
approved list by the St. Louis 
Health Department, Oexner said, it 
was difficult to explain to them, as 
stockholders, why “their” plant 
could not take their milk. 

Besides the Waterloo plant, the 
company has an ice-cream manu- 
facturing plant at East St. Louis 
and an office and depot for St. 
Louis deliveries at 2753 Magnolia 
avenue. The only other officer of 
the company besides Oexner is 
Bryan G. Voris, also of Waterloo, 
who is secretary. There are nine 
members of the board of directors 
eight of whom live in or near Wa- 
terloo and the ninth in St. Louis. 
Oexner declined to name the direc- 
tors or stockholders. 

Oexner said the suit was filed by 
the company only to protect itself, 
and that no other companies had 
aided in an attack of the validity 
of the ordinance. He declined to 
name attorneys who had represent- 
ed the company before Hannegan 
was hired.

INDICTMENTS BY 
OI. CHARLES JURY 


Body Judge Accused of 
**Sitting on Evidence” 
Also Criticises Police for 
Lax Law Enforcement. 


The St. Charles County . grand 
jury, which Circuit Judge Edgar 
B. Woolfolk recently accused of 
“sitting on evidence” of operation 
of slot machines, returned several 
slot machine indictments last 
night and made a final report crit- 


icising police officials of St. Charles 


city and county for lax enforcement 
of the law against gambling de- 
vices. 

The indictments were suppressed 
pending arrest of those charged. 
Sheriff Joseph Borgmeyer, who had 
not opened the envelope containing 
the indictmeénts, said today he did 
not know how many there were. He 
said he would make the arrests to- 
night. 

“In regard to operation of slot 
machines that has existed in the 
city and county of St. Charles,” 
the grand jury stated, “it is the 
opinion of this grand jury that the 
City Marshal (Chief of Police) and 
each member of the City Police 
Department; also the Sheriff of the 
county, and each of his deputies; 
and also the constables of the va- 
rious townships and each of their 
deputies, have been lax in ridding 
this city and county of slot ma- 
chines and other gaming device 
nuisances.” 

The officials mentioned in the 
grand jury report, in addition to 
Sheriff Borgmeyer, are Chief of 
Police Arthur C. Smith, and Con- 
stables Edward Duckworth, James 
Dwyer, Milford Lamberson, Walter 
Oberdick, and Preston Heady. 

Judge Woolfolk had called the 
grand jury before him in open court 
last week and made his charge 
that it was “sitting on evidence.” 
He said he knew that was true be- 
cause he had supplied the names of 
witnesses who appeared before the 
jury to testify concerning slot ma- 
chine operations, and no indict- 
ments had been returned on the 
evidence they had presented.

CHICAGO LAUNDRY WORKERS

A. F. of L. Affiliates Approve Plan 
to Walk Out if 20 Per Cent 
Increase Is Denied.

Nine Groups File Replies to 
Condemnation Actions; Valid- 
ity of Sites Act Challenged.

They alleged that, as shown by 
congressional debates, Congress did 
not intend that Federal funds 
should be used for the proposed Me- 
morial, or that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should acquire the prop- 
erty. The Historic Sites act was 
attacked on the ground that it un- 
lawfully delegated legislative powers 
to the Secretary of the Interior, in- 
cluding the power of eminent do- 
main.

omitted the election of a _ steel 
workers’ organizing committee 
member. 

Zeman also had testified that he 
received regular mill rates for at- 
tending conferences as an employe 
representative and while serving at 
elections of representativs. 

The representatives were given a 
banquet at one of their confernces, 
which they were z«-.tending on reg- 
ular pay, Zeman stated. 

He also asserted that Mayor Dan- 
iel J. Shields of Johnstown broke a 
path for non-strikers through the 
picket line at the Cambria works 
during the strike which was called 
by the Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committee last June.

Approximately 100 steel workers 
sat through the first day of the 
Labor Board’s hearing in the audi- 
torium of the Franklin Borough 
high school, which overlooks the 
mills in front of which men were 
beaten in disorders during the 
summer steel strike out of which 
the Board’s complaints developed. 

Bethlehem, largest of the inde- 
pendent steel producers, with 14 
far-flung plants, is the third of the 
“little steel” group to be hailed be- 
fore the Labor Board.

Whatever the figure at which 
Dean was held, the price was 
too high. Club owners declined 
to nibble. Dean continued on 
with the club, at a salary in- 
crease.

ELEN STEPHENS, Fulton’s 

gift to women’s athletics, 
made a mistake, from one view- 
poingé, when she entered profes- 
sional ranks. 

At 19 she had the greatest ama- 
teur athletic future ahead of her 
any woman, past or present, ever 
faced. Alre:dy holding world 
records, her Olympic running per- 
formances showed that she could 
reasonably expect, with another 
year of training, to set such 
marks as the women of the fu- 
ture might strive for years to sur- 
pass, without hope of success. 

In addition she was develop- 
ing rapidly at shotputting, discus 
throwing and jumping, and her 
coaches had expected ‘er soon 
to set records in these depart- 
ments of activity. 

Three years hence, at the 1940

RICKEY”, DIZZY SAYS

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—“I can’t un- 
dertsand Mr. Rickey’s retirement 
remark,” said Dizzy Dean here this 
morning, when asked for his re- 
action to reports from St. Louis 
that he ought to go into voluntary 
retirement for a year. “Rickey has 
made no such request of me and the 
whole thing sounds like another 
brainstorm. 

“I thought I pitched a pretty 
good game, yesterday, even though 
we lost, 4-0. I allowed only five 
hits. I was rather looking for a 
pat on the back than a boot, 

“I can’t afford to go into volun- 
tary retirement. I have to make a 
living. And while I’m not having 
one of my best years, neither is the 
Cardinal baseball club. But nobody 
has asked Mr. Rickey to go into 
voluntary retirement because of his 
failure to provide first rate players 
for the team. 

“I’m still pitching better ball 
than a lot of pitchers on the club 
and I’m in there trying all the time. 
If I am not at my best you can 
blame Frankie Frisch for the condi- 
tion of my arm. He worked me in 
Boston when I was not fit to pitch. 
In St. Louis, after the club had 
been told by the doctor not to work 
me, they twice advertised me_ to 
pitch. 

“As a result I now have a sore 
arm and am not fit to do my best. 
That arm is my livelihood, too. Dur- 
ing yesterday’s game I was in pain 
throughout the afternoon. On top 
of that they left me in there to bat 
for myself in the ninth with two 
out and a man on base. 

“All through my career with the 
Cards, while I was winning and 
helping to land pennants for the 
club, I was the fair-haired boy who 
could do no wrong. Now apparently 
I can do nothing right. 

“However, I expect to remain 
with the club and do my best un- 
less ordered to do otherwise by 
President Sam Breadon.”

Finished and unfinished stocks of gaso- 
line at refineries, terminals and in transit 
were 67,048,000 barrels at the week-end, 
a gain of 51,000 barrels over the preced- 
ing period. This was the first upturn 
since last spring. 

Cracked gasoline output was unchanged 
at 75,000 barrels daily. Imports of crude 
and refined oils were substantially higher 
at 1,490,000 barrels. The total last week 
was 1,027,000 barrels.

GLUSTER OF STARS REVOLVES 
AROUND LARGER GROUP 


New Discovery Is Reported by 
dames Cuffey, Harvard 
Astronomer. 

By the Associated Press. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 9. — 
Discovery of a new type of sub- 
system in the universe, in which 
one gigantic cluster of stars re- 
volves about an even more mas- 
sive group, is reported today by 
James Cuffey, a Harvard astron- 
omer. 

The study, which showed that 
one vast grouping of suns swung 
about another, much as the moon 
travels around the earth, was said 
by Harvard scientists to have con- 
tributed important new clews to 
the structure of the great aggrega- 
tion of stars known as the milky 
way—of which the solar system is 
apart. The observations were pub- 
lished in the astronomy magazine 
Telescope. 

Harvard astronomers said Cuf- 
fey’s conclusions were the result of 
a very accurate determination of 


the distances from the sun, of nine}: 


milky way star clusters in the 
constellation Aurica. “It is the first 
positive indication scientists have 
had that these vast groupings of 
suns may be connected with one 
another by gravity, forming inde- 
pendent sub-orders within the ga- 
laxy,” they said.

Maneuvers Show Army 
Communications Obsolete 


Radios, Telephones and Messengers Have Not 


Reached Sufficient Efficiency for Motor- 
ized Force, Experts Conclude. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. — Pres- 
ent army communication methods 
have become obsolete, War Depart- 
ment experts said today, because 
of the speed of motorized fighting 
forces. 

They based their conclusion on 
observations of field maneuvers of 
the fourth army, described by 
Major-General George S. Simonds 
as “the most realistic ever held in 
the West.” More than 56,000 men 
from 16 Western states participated. 

Observers’ General Findings. 
Observers of the four weeks of 
maneuvers came to these general 
conclusions: 

Increased mobility of the army 
as the result of motorization 
makes it imperative that the 
commanding officer have more 
complete information about the 
theater of operations and the 
enemy’s movements. 

Increased mobility also makes 
it necessary that the command- 
ing officer’s communication with 
all units under his command be so 
complete that he can instantly 
transmit orders. 

The increased mobility has not 
been balanced by equally effec- 
tive means for providing informa- 
tion about the enemy’s move- 
ments. 

Field radios, telephones and 
‘motor cycle messengers have not 
yet reached an efficiency to fur- 
nish a motorized army with the 
superior communications service 
it requires. 

The new “streamline” division 
(the army’s experiment with a 


division of 12,000 more compactly 
organized men rather than 20,- 
000) is a success. 

Performance of the new secret 
tanks was excellent. 

National Guard Did Well. 

Other conclusions reached by the 
War Department observers are: 

Traffic control, as a result of 
increased motorization, presents 
an acute problem. 

National guard units acquitted 
themselves creditably in view of 
the fact it was the first time all 
the divisions had been brought to- 
gether at one time _ since the 
World War. 

Staff officers are better 
equipped as the result of more 
study and attendance at com- 
mand and general staff schools. 

The horse continues to be the 
best means of transportation and 
reconnaisance on or near the 
actual battlefield. 

The observers pointed out their 
conclusions were ‘only preliminary 
and that more intensive study of 
the fourth army vperations were 
yet to be made. They also noted 
that conditions prevailing during 
maneuvers might be quite differ- 
ent from those in actual combat. 

“Valuable lessons have been 
learned,” Major-General Simonds 
reported. “The troops functioned 
well. They have demonstrated their 
readiness for action.”

Reichsfuehrer Hitler today laid 
the cornerstone for one of the 
world’s largest stadiums, to seat 
310,000, a unit of the party 
ground development scheduled to 
be completed by 1943. The sta- 
dium will be the site of athletic 
contests which the Nazis call “de- 
fense sports.” The first of such 
games were held today. 

Viktor Lutze, chief of staff of 
the storm troops, said they were 
“not ordinary sports, but conceived 
to build German bodies ‘or war.” 

Eliminations had _ been held 
throughout Germany and the final- 
ists came to Nurnberg to compete 
before Hitler. Among the competi- 
tions was a long-distance hike with 
the marchers carrying heavily la- 
den knapsacks. 

A 12gun salute boomed while 
Hitler symbolically sealed docu- 
ments in the cornerstone. He 
tapped the stone with a hammer 
then—but cautiously, for the last 
time he laid a cornerstone he 
banged so hard that he broke his 
hammer. 


DR. SCHACHT REPORTED 
TO HAVE GIVEN RESIGNATION 


Recently Gave Hitler Memorandum 
Urging Reduction in Armament 
and Building Expenditures. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Sept. 9.—Reports that 
Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, Minister of 
Economics and Reichsbank presi- 
dent, has submitted his resignation 
are causing lively speculation in po- 
litical circles. 

The Propaganda Ministry here 
declined to comment on his pur- 
ported resignation. Schacht’s 
Reichsbank office would neither 
confirm nor deny the reports. 

Meanwhile, the newspapers Der 
Angriff and Das Schwarze Korps, 
without mentioning Schacht, edi- 
torially attacked all opponents of 
the public building program. Das 
'Schwarze Korps ridiculed those who 
object to the spending of sums 
which, if withheld from building 
projects and distributed instead 
among the population, “might buy 
each German’ an extra pound of 
butter, a package of cigarettes or 
a few glasses of beer.” 

It was known that Schacht re- 
cently drafted a memorandum call- 
ing Hitler’s attention to the drastic 
need for raw materials in the ex- 
port industry and recommending a 
sharp reduction in German rearma- 
ment and public building. 


PEACE GROUPS SPLIT ON U. S. 
NEUTRALITY ACT AS TO CHINA 


39 Organizations Urge, However, 
That Hull Aid Efforts to 
Settle Conflict. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—Thirty 
members of the National Peace 
Conference issued a statement last 
night urging Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull to continue to co- 
operate with other Powers in seek- 
ing a settlement of the Japanese- 

Chinese conflict, 

The conference, made up of rep- 
resentatives of 39 national organ- 
izations interested in maintaining 
peace, also urged the United States 
Government to expedite in every 
way possible the removal of Amer- 
ican citizens from areas of dan- 
ger. 

There was a difference of opin- 
ion among the organizations, the 
statement said, as to whether Pres- 
ident Roosevelt should invoke the 
neutrality act and, as a result, each 
of the organizations will pursue its

He said he had learned a pho- 
tograph had been sold to the Cope- 
land campaign committee showing 
him at a 1935 New York Athletic 
Club dinner which was attended by 
German Ambessador Hans Luther.

BRITISH TRADES UNIONISTS 
CRITICISE GOVERNMENT POLICY 


Object to Opposition to Shorter 
Working Week; Anti-Armaments 
Resolution Dropped.

The Trades Union Congress 
adopted a resolution yesterday 
criticising the British Government 
for its attitude toward proposed 
changes in labor conditions.

BRUSSELS, Sept. 9. — Premier 
Paul Van Zeeland yesterday ob- 
tained a vote of confidence from

The Premier went before the 
Chamber in his own defense to 
meet the charge of the Rexist lead- 
er, Leon Degrelle, who alleged Van 
Zeeland had received unwarranted 
sums of money from the National 
Bank.

SSUED IN PARAGUAY 


President Signs Decree After 
Announcing His Forces 
Crushed Revolt.

ASUNCION, Paraguay, Sept. 9.~ 
President Felix Paiva decreed a nae 
tion-wide, two-month state of siege 
today after announcing his forces 
had crushed a revolt. A state of 
siege is similar to martial law. 

Col. Rafael Franco, ousted as 
President, Aug. 13, arrived here by 
plane from Argentina yesterday, 
found that the revolt in his behalf 
had failed, and at once departed. 

Aids of Paiva, who was named 
provisional President after Franco 
was forced into exile, said their 
forces were in control here and 
that the interior of the co 
was peaceful. They said leaders of 
the revolt had taken refuge in fore 
eign embassies. 

Many of the revolutionaries, who 
attempted their revolt Tuesday, 
were jailed, and the Government 
announced that important military 
and naval men had affirmed their 
support of Paiva, These included

istration; Col. Ramon Paredes, Mine 
ister of the Interior and command- 
er of armed forces, who led the 
fight which deposed Franco last 
month; Major S. Valdez, com- 
mander of a cavalry division, and 
Capt. Machuca, Director of the 
Navy. 

There were moments of anxiety 
and scattered fighting Tuesday 
when young army officers, stu- 
dents and veterans massed to take 
over severa: police stations, and 
seized and operated a radio sta 
tion. 

Troops outside the city refused 
to be recruited, fired on the rebels, 
and were an effective force in re- 
storing peace.

Congressman Cannon Defends Himself. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Y attention has been called to the ar- 
ticle in your issue of Sept. 3, and your 
editorial and cartoon of Sept. 4, on the ap- 
pointment of a rural carrier at Clarks- 
ville. 

The appointment of rural carriers has 
been dictated by political considerations 
ever since the first R. F. D. route was 
laid out. It has been the universal prac- 
tice, not only in Missouri, but in every 
congressional district in the United States 
and under every administration. The 
names of the three highest ranking candi- 
dates are submitted by the Civil Service 
Commission to the Postoffice Department 
and in turn by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment to the Congressman, and the Con- 
gressman naturally appoints candidates 
from his own party. 

That is the purpose for which they are 
submitted. Every carrier in Missouri to- 
day who was appointed under a Repub- 
lican administration is a Republican and 
every carrier appointed under a Demo- 
cratic administration is a Democrat. Of 
course, there are more Republican car- 
riers, because the Republican party was in 
power longer. 

There is nothing new about it. When 
Senator Selden P. Spencer was in office, 
I had frequent occasion to consult him 
about the appointment of postmasters and 
carriers in the Ninth District and he told 
me he always appointed the candidate 
recommended by the Republican Central 
Committee from the county in which the 
office was located. 

The civil service was functioning under 
Harding, Coolidge and Hoover, but by a 
remarkable coincidence, every carrier and 
postmaster appointed during the three ad- 
ministrations was a Republican. Every 
carrier appointed for the Ninth District 
during those administrations was recom- 
mended by the Republican county com- 
mittees. And, while the civil service has 
been just as active under Roosevelt, every 
carrier appointed in Missouri since he 
became President has been a Democrat. 

There may have been counties which 
were so heavily Democratic that even 
during Republican administrations all 


‘ three men certified were Democrats and 


a Democrat had to be appointed; or com- 
munities which were so unanimously Re- 
publican that, even under Democratic ad- 
ministrations, all three candidates certi- 
fied were Republicans and a Republican 
had to be appointed. But such cases were 
exceptions, and where at least one of the 
three is a Democrat, the Democrat will be 
appointed under a Democratic administra- 
tion, and where one is Republican, ‘he is 
certain to be appointed under a Republic- 
an administration. 

Similarly, when the party in power has 
filled all the postoffices with its own par- 
tisans, it puts them under civil service, as 
the Democrats did under Wilson. As soon 
as the Republicans return to power they 
abolish the civil service and throw out 
the Democratic postmasters, as they did 
under Harding. Then, having filled the 
offices with Republicans, they again in- 
voke the civil service and appoint them 
for life. 

And at the next turn of the political 
wheel, when the Democrats regain the 
White House, they promptly dismiss all 
Republican postmasters, and having filled 
them with Democrats, once more apply 
the civil service. It doesn’t require a 
prophet to foretell what will happen to 
Democratic postmasters when and if the 
G. O. P. overwhelms the New Deal, the 
civil service to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing.

ALBERTA’S EASY-MONEY STORY. 

They are still waiting for that easy money up in 
Alberta. The happy days that were to jingle along 
the calendar as soon as William S. (Bible Bill) Aber- 
hart took over the Premiér’s office just haven't 
dawned. 

It was in 1935 that Alberta’s Aberhart flashed into 
the news. His economic panacea was dressed in the 


| name of Social Credit. It was not original with him. 


The author was a Maj. Douglas, an English engineer- 
economist, an intellectual nephew, say, of our own 
Dr. Townsend. But Bible Bill Aberhart, like Avon 
Bill Shakespeare, transmuted the other fellow’s 
pewter into pure and deathless gold.

not tried. Recently, three laws were passed designed 
to place the resources of Alberta’s banks in the hands 
of the Social Credit Government. The Ottawa Gov- 
ernment has vetoed those laws. It acted reluctantly. 
It preferred, and urged, that the constitutionality of 
the acts be determined by regular procedure, in the 
Supreme Court. The request was refused. No alter- 
native was left. The veto was justified on the ground 
that Canada’s Constitution gives the Federal Govern- 
ment exclusive control of banks and banking. 

Is Aberhart stymied? Not at all. The man is 
a never-say-die Utopian. His watchword is bigger 
and better. Why restrict the largess to people of 
voting age? Youngsters can use money. Aberhart is 
going to give it to them. It is to be $5 a month 
for those in their early teens, $10 for the blooming 
adolescents. But again time is of the essence. If 
Albertans are to know the abundant life, they have 
only to extend the Premier’s tenure of office. 

The next move is another election. It will be held, 
observers say, within three months. Can Aberhart 
win again? Observers familiar with the circum- 
stances hesitate to predict. They will not be sur- 
prised if he does. The one-time school teacher and 
avocational preacher is a politician of the first rank 
and a whirlwind campaigner. Someone has described 
him as “Canada’s combination of Huey Long and 
Father Coughlin.” 

It is obvious, too, that the order of the gimmes 
is an international institution. Certainly it is flour- 
ishing on both sides of the border. Anyhow, in Al- 
berta the sentiment is strong and lusty for “divi- 
dends without work.” | 

Perhaps the copybooks of today would write it 
thus: “It is more blessed to receive than to hustle.”

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TESTING THE MILK ORDINANCE. 


Refused the privilege of expiating admitted infrac- 
tions of the law by receiving a few mere wrist-taps, 
the Waterloo (Ill.) Milk Co. has filed a petition in 
Circuit Court attacking the validity of the St. Louis 
sanitary milk ordinance. The petition was filed in an 
attempt to escape an order of the Board of Public 
Service prohibiting the company from supplying milk 
for consumption here. 

The board acted upon testimony of health division 
inspectors and a health division accountant that the 
company continued to receive uninspected milk de- 
spite repeated warnings. They stated that the amount 
of such milk from January to July, inclusive, was 
1,435,000 pounds, none of which was reported and 
on none of which the inspection tax was paid. Milk 
from uninspected establishments was found at the 
company’s plant, according to the records, even the 
day before the hearings against it were to open. 

If the health authorities appear unduly severe in 
barring the company from St. Louis, instead of mere- 
ly placing it on probation, it must be remembered 
that the alleged offenses were repeated and extreme. 
In a sense, each of the unheeded warnings constituted 
a probation. 

If the new ordinance is to accomplish its purpose of 
improving the St. Louis milk supply, it must have 
teeth and, when necessary, they must be used. Neither 
political influence nor any labored interpretation of 
the statutes should be allowed to interfere with the 
right of St. Louisans to keep their milk supply pure. 
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MISSOURI SCORES. 

The American Petroleum Institute finds that al- 
though Missouri is not one of the 13 states in which 
none of the receipts from automobile licenses or gas- 
oline taxes are diverted to non-highway uses, it is one 
of the six states in which the diversion is “relatively 
small.” In view of the fact that over the nation as 
a whole nearly half of such taxes are diverted to 
non-highway uses, Missouri’s record is good. 

In the United States as a whole, the automobile is 
wheezing along under a tax load which includes a 
greatly disproportionate and improper share of the 
cost of general government. Missouri motorists can 
operate their cars all the more pleasantly, knowing 
that such is not the case in this State. 
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CONGRESSMAN CANNON’S LETTER. 

Last Saturday, the Post-Dispatch, following dis- 
closure in its news columns, criticised Representative 
Clarence Cannon of the Ninth Missouri District for 
his part in the flouting of the civil service in the 
selection and appointment of rural mail carriers in 
the congressional district which he represents. After 
describing the system whereby he polls Democratic 
county committeemen on certified applicants, we quot- 
ed him as saying that if he had his way, he would 
pay no attention to the civil service, and that “the 
appointed officials should be members of the admin- 
istration party and in sympathy with it.” 

Mr. Cannon’s reply appears in the letter column 
on this page. It boils down to saying that because 
the Republicans, when in power, have packed the 
postal service with Republicans, the Democrats in 
turn are entitled to pack the service with Demo- 
|crats. That’s simply a case of the pot calling the 
kettle black. We refer Mr. Cannon again to the civil 
|Service pledge of the 1936 Democratic platform and 
‘to the message of the party’s head, Mr. Roosevelt, in

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A LAW PROVES ITSELF. 

If any proof were needed of the great public health 
value of a law such as that which Illinois now has 
requiring both men and women marriage license ap- 
plicants to be examined for venereal disease, it has 
been furnished by the first statistical report on the 
operation of the Illinois law. 

Figures compiled by the State Public Health De- 
partment show that 52 cases of venereal disease—48 
of syphilis and four of gonorrhea—were brought to 
light through examinations conducted during July 
and August in the State public health laboratory at 
Springfield. fi 

The report shows that a total of 4409 Kahn tests 
and 2129 other examinations were made at the State 
laboratory, with the result that an average of 1.008 
per cent of syphilis cases was disclosed among mar- 
riage license applicants. As these figures do not 
cover the entire State, but relate only to examina- 
tions made at the State laboratory, a complete re- 
port would show a much larger number of examina- 
tions during the first two months and doubtless a 
correspondingly larger number of license applicants 
with one or the other of the venereal diseases. 

Two notable results stand already demonstrated. 
The first is that Illinois has the machinery for find- 
ing out the extent of venereal disease within its boun- 
daries and so what will develop into the means for 
planning a comprehensive control program. The sec- 
ond is that the law is working and in working is 
proving the contention of its sponsors, namely, that 
the requirement of a certificate of. freedom from 
venereal disease would disclose cases which other- 
wise would be directly responsible for the subsequent 
birth of babies with congenital syphilis. 

Such figures are not available, of course, but it 
would be illuminating to have statistics on the preva- 
lence of venereal disease among persons who go out- 
side the State to be married. 

If the people of Illinois want to protect themselves 
and at the same time participate in a national public 
health campaign against one of the great killers, they 
will stay at home to be married. They have an op 
portunity which they should guard carefully. They 
can, by wholehearted support of the new law, make 
it unpopular, as well as unwise, to cross the State 
line into Missouri or Indiana or Iowa or Kentucky 
to escape the examination and certification. 

Michigan’s similar statute goes into effect next 
month. The Wisconsin law, revised and strengthened, 
is already in operation. Other states will be doing 
as much for their citizens at the next meeting of the 
Legislatures. Missouri should be among them. The 
time will come, and it may not be far distant, when 
crossing into the next state will afford no escape 
from this sensible public health regulation. 
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A BRAKE ON THE SQUANDERBUND. 

Representative Cochran, a perfectly good Democrat, 
believes the Government is spending too much and 
has very definite ideas as to what should be done 
about it. Instead of continuing the present reckless 
policy of letting Congress over-appropriate, with the 
administration borrowing to make up the deficit, he 
would require that each bill provide a method of rais- 
ing the money it contemplates expending. 

In other words, Mr. Cochran believes that the im- 
mediate imposition of such additional taxes as are 
necessary to pay for any new Government experi- 
ment or service is just the brake needed to stop over- 
spending. He realizes that the pressure for extraor- 
dinary expenditures to plunge the Government deep- 
er and deeper in debt will not cease as long as the 
day of reckoning is postponed by borrowing. 

His idea is unquestionably sound. We have one 
suggestion to add: The invisible commodity taxes,

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A STEP TOWARD SAFER FLYING. 

In a series of history-making flights at Wright 
Field, near Dayton, O., the Army Air Corps has per- 
fected a device which makes it possible to land a 
plane automatically in weather conditions which pre- 
vent the pilot from seeing the ground. The entire 
landing technique is turned over to the familiar gyro- 
scopic pilot, better known as “Iron Mike,” and the 
human pilot is free to sit and watch his instrument 
board. Radio impulses transmitted from four small 
stations on the ground into the “Iron Mike” cause it 
to manipulate the controls faster and more accu- 
rately than the human pilot could. The human equa- 
tion, often responsible for playing a large part in air- 
plane accidents, is removed. 

A few days after the Army Air Corps announced 
the successful testing of its device, a committee of 
experts representing four major air lines reported it 
had developed a similar device. This rides a radio 
beam to the ground and is automatic except for minor 
adjustments that must be made to three knobs on 
the instrument panel. There apparently are few dif- 
ferences between the army and the civilian methods, 
each being a major step in the direction of safer air 
travel. Either method overcomes the dreaded zero- 
zero visibility, whether caused by fog or blizzard. 
To aviation, the young giant of transportation, the 
achievement of automatic blind landings is an ad- 
vance similar to that the railroads made in their 
early history when the air brake was perfected. Both 
the Army Air Corps and the civilian air lines are to 
be congratulated. Early adoption of automatic blind- 
landing equipment on all air lines is the next step.

to speak to you because I have become 

celebrated through my eminence in the 
profession of Aeschylus, Sophocles, Euripides 
and Shakespeare. However, do not be 
alarmed; I am not going to talk to you 
about literature. To me there is nothing in 
writing a play; anyone can write one if 
he has the necessary natural turn for it; 
and if he hasn't, he can’t; that is all there is 
to it. 

However, I have another trick for impos- 
ing on the young. I am old, over 80, in fact. 
Also, I have a white beard, and these two 
facts are somehow associated in people's 
minds with wisdom. That-is a mistake. If 
a person is a born fool, the folly will get 
worse, not better, by a long life’s practice. 

Just consider. Some of your schoolfellows 
may surprise you by getting hanged. Others, 
of whom you may have the lowest opinion, 
will turn out to be geniuses and become 
the great men of your time. Therefore, al- 
ways be nice to young people. Some little 
beast who is no good at games, and whose 
head you may possibly have clouted for in- 
dulging a sarcastic wit at your expense, may 
grow into a tremendous swell, like Rudyard 
Kipling. You never can tell, 

When I was as young as you, the world 
seemed to me to be unchangeable; and a 
year seemed a long time. Now, the years 
fly past before I have time to look round. 
You have 50 years before you, and there- 
fore must think carefully about your future 
and about your conduct. I have no future 
and need not care what I say or do. 

You will escape from school only to dis- 
cover that the world is a bigger school, and 
that you are back again in the first form. 
Before you can work your way up into the 
sixth form again, you will be as old as I am. 

The hardest part of schooling is, fortu- 
nately, the early part, when you are a very 
small kid and have to be turned into a 
walking ready-reckoner. And you must un- 
derstand a printed page just as you under- 
stand people talking to you. That is a stu- 
pendous feat of sheer learning, much the 
most difficult I have ever achieved.

If you learn anything when you are young, 
you remember it forever. Now that I am 
old, I forget everything in a few seconds, 
and everybody five minutes after they have 
been introduced to me. That is a great hap- 
piness, as I don’t want to be bothered with 
new things and new people; but I still can- 
not get on without remembering what my 
governess taught me. So cram in all you 
can while you are young. 

What makes school life irksome until you 
get used to it, and easy when you do get 
used to it, is that it is a routine. Now, 
the worst of a routine is that though it is 
supposed to suit everybody, it really suits 
nobody. Sixth form scholars are like other 
people; they are all different. 

Each of you is what is called an individual 
case, needing individual attention. But you 
cannot have it at school. Nobody has time 
enough or money enough to provide each 
of you with a separate teacher and a special 
routine carefully fitted to your individual 
personality, like your clothes and your boots, 

I can remember when English people go- 


Hee sve sixth forms! I have been asked 


| ing to live in Germany were astonished to 


find that German boots were not divided 
into rights and lefts: a boot was a boot and 
it did not matter which foot you put it on, 
your foot had to make the best of it. 

Well, school routines are like the old Ger- 
man boots: they are neither rights nor lefts, 
and consequently they don’t fit any human 
being properly. But we have to manage with 
them somehow. And when we escape from 
school into the big adult world, we have to 
choose among a lot of routines; the col- 
lege routine, the military routine, the court 
routine, the civil routine, the legal routine, 
the theatrical routine or the parliamentary 
routine, which is the worst of the lot.

To get properly stuck in one of these 
grooves, you have to pass examinations; and 
this you must set about very clear-headedly, 
or you will fail. Your examiners will be 
elderly gentlemen, and their knowledge is 
sure to be more or less out of date. 

~.0u may take it as a safe rule that if you 
happen to have any original ideas about ex- 
amination subjects, you must not air them in 
your examination papers. You may pos- 
sibly know better than your examiners; but 
do not let them find it out. 

Once you are safely through your exam- 
inations, you will begin life in earnest. You 
will then discover that your education has 
been very defective. You will find yourself 
uninstructed as to eating and drinking and 
sleeping and breathing. Your notions of 
keeping yourself fit will consist mostly of 
physical exercises, which will shorten your 
life by 20 years or so. 

As to your general conduct and prospects, 
if you do as everyone does and think as 
everyone thinks, you will get on very well 
with your neighbors; but you will suffer 
from their illnesses and stupidities. If you 
think and act otherwise, you must suffer 
their dislikes and persecution. 

I was taught when I was young that if 
people would only love one another, all would 
be well with the world. But I found, when 
I tried to put it into practice, not only that 
people were seldom lovable, but that I was 
not very lovable myself. I also found that to 
love anyone is to take a liberty with them 
which is quite unbearable unless they hap- 
pen to return your affection. 

What you have to learn, if you are to be 
a good citizen of the world, is that though 
you will certainly dislike many of your 
neighbors, that does not give you the small- 
est right to injure them or even to be un- 
civil to them personally. You must not at- 
tempt to do good to those who hate you, 
for they do not need your officious services, 
and would refuse to be under any obliga- 
tion to you. You must keep out of their 
way as much as you can; and when you 
cannot, deal as honestly and civilly with 
them as with your best friend. 

You may find yourself completely dissat- 
isfied with all your fellow-creatures as 
they exist at present and with all their laws 
and institutions... Then there is nothing to 
be done but to set to work to find out exact- 
ly what is wrong with them, and how to set 
them right. That is the best fun of all, but 
perhaps I think so because I do a little in 
that line myself,

The very persons who, on the one 
hand, are fighting an extension of 
ental control, are, on the 

other, champions of American iso- 
jation from the world. Senator Van- 
denberg is an excellent example. 


They seem completely to lose track 
the fact that a free economic 
presumes, and depends 
upon, a large society, a world mar- 
ket, and peace. They are aware 
that if we participate in another 
world war, we must, the moment 
we enter it, put aside all thoughts 
of economic freedom; organize the 
total production apparatus of the 
country; interfere radically with 
consumption and prices; subject 
economics to political and military 
considerations; set up a draft sys- 
tem, not only for man power but 
for labor and capital. Such plans 
are already prepared, and they will 
be unavoidable under modern con- 
ditions of warfare. Every informed 
person realizes that this is so.

It is said that it con- 
stitutes only 10 per cent of the 
total commerce of the, United 
States. The implication is that we 
could forfeit it, with no great loss. 
The facts are that certain basic 
commodities, employing millions of 
people, work primarily for export, 
and that these commodities are con- 
centrated in regions where a col- 
lapse of the world market would 
mean the ruin of whole sections. 
Cotton is the outstanding example. 
A further radical shrinkage of the 
world market for cotton will mean 
subsidies and more subsidies; pro- 
duction control; radical changes in 
the economy of the South, which 
are bound to bring it into sudden 
competition with other sections— 
with the Middle West, in agricul- 

e, or the North, in industry; 
hanges which are unthinkable 
without either chaos or an im- 
Mense amount of Government cou- 
trol and interference.

Industries, also employing mil- 
lions of people, depend upon export 
markets. One needs only mention 
oil, copper, automobiles, business of- 
fice appliances, sewing machines, 
electrical and agricultural machin- 
ery. And important subsidiary in- 


primary industries. Furthermore, 
these industries depend upon es- 
sential imports, such as rubber, tin, 
Manganese ore, antimony, platinum, 
mica, mercury and many, many 
other things which are not pro- 


duced in the United States, cannot 
be produced here, and come from

all corners of the earth. Rubber, 
for instance, comes largely from 
the Dutch East Indies and British 
Malaya. 

And the American standard of 
living demands imported coffee, 
tea, cocoa, sugar, silk and a large 
variety of wools. 

It is possible for us to do with- 
out these things, or, possibly to de- 
velop inside America _ substitutes 
for many or most of them. The 
Germans have done so. But it is 
not possible under any system of 
capitalistic economics such as we 
have at present. It is possible only 
inside a mobilized economy, where 
such things as economic return, 
competitive prices, the free mar- 
ket are simply ruled out. It is pos- 
sible to find substitutes for rubber, 
provided that profitability is not 
considered. It is possible to organ- 
ize the wealth and resources of this 
country; to adjust production’ to 
those resources and to domestic 
consumption. But it is not possi- 
ble to do so without also ordering 
and organizing all the work, labor 
and capital of the nation under au- 
thoritarian leadership. 


Such a prospect can be cogtem- 
plated with equanimity by advanced 
New Dealers, by Socialists and by 
all other sorts of collectivists, in- 
cluding Fascists. It cannot be con- 
templated with equanimity by those 
who still profess to believe in pri- 
vate enterprise and democracy.

For a year we have had no trade 
with Spain. Tomorrow  we_-. shall 
probably have none with China 
and Japan. At any moment the 
anarchy which we are making no 
attempt to oppose but from which 
we are merely withdrawing, may 
spread—may cut off from our mar- 
kets Russia, Eastern Europe, the 
British Empire, Africa, more of the 
Far East. Our foreign trade is 
shrinking, not because we have no 
goods to sell, and not because we 
are unwilling to buy, but because 
political conditions in the world 
make trade impossible. This ad- 
ministration is doing everything it 
can to extend American foreign 
trade. But what good is a trade 
treaty if tomorrow it may be sus- 
pended by war? 


Never in the history of the Unit- 
ed States has our foreign policy 
been more craven. But this is not 
the fault of the State Department. 
It is the fault of American public 
opinion. The very people who most 
deplore Fascism and Communism 
will not stand up to defend a world 
in which any other form of social 
organization will, in the long run, 
be possible. Treaties are violated; 
piracy—plain, old-fashioned piracy 
—breaks out in the Mediterranean; 
civil wars are flagrantly fomented 
by powers calling themselves “neu- 
tral”; blockades are maintained by 
nations who are not even officially 
at war. Trade practices are _ in- 
dulged in which are nothing but a 
capital levy of one country on an- 
other—that is the whole sense of 
Dr. Schacht’s policy. 


The spectacle of great, powerful, 
rich, democratic nations capitulat- 
ing hour by hour to banditry, extor- 
tion, intimidation and violence is 
the most terrifying and discourag- 
ing sight in the word today. It is 
more discouraging than the aggres- 
sion itself. Our State Department 
doesn’t even venture an official, 
diplomatic protest at what hap- 
pened in Stuttgart last week. Not 
because it is afraid of Germany— 
it is afraid of the people at home, 
or of a vocal, organized minority 
claiming to represent the people. 
Under our very eyes there is being 
trampled what- Mussolini calls “the 
putrescent corpse of Liberty’—and 
we are afraid to defend Liberty lest 
Liberty be lost! And out of the 
fear of war we prepare ourselves 
to accept the worst things that war 
can bring!

ONLY SO CITIES READY 
FOR AID ON HOUSING 


P W A_ Seeks to _ Increase 
Number of Groups Eligible 
for Assistance, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 9—P WA 
officials said today more local 
housing authorities are needed if 
the Government’s $526,000,000 pro- 
gram for low-rent dwellings and 
slum-clearance is to .» effective. 
Although 30 states have laws en- 
abling them to participate in Gov- 
ernment loans and grants, only 50 
cities have established housing 
authorities to manage local de- 
velopments, housing experts said. 
The Federal program is based on 
local initiative in the low-rent 
housing field and its effectiveness 
thus depends on the extent to 
which municipalities participate. 
Housing experts said the experi- 
ence of the P W A has shown that 
a project usually is not ready for 
occupancy until about two years 
after plans are first laid out. Find- 
ing a site, selecting the type of 
building best suited for local needs, 
and getting construction under way 
are time-consuming jobs, they ex- 
plained. 


To Be Organized Soon. 


Officials predicted the United 
States Housing Authority would be 
organized and an administrator ap- 
pointed soon after Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes and President 
Roosevelt return to Washington 
next week. Ickes has general 
supervision of the new agency. 

Under the Wagner housing law, 
any local authority may seek a 
loan from the United States 
Housing Authority to cover 90 per 
cent of the cost of a project. The 
other 10 per cent must be furnished 
by the city, either in money or land. 

In addition, the local housing 
authority may obtain a yearly sub- 
sidy from the Government to offset 
part of the operating cost. 

The law limits total construction 
loans in any state to $50,000,000 and 
total yearly subsidies to $2,000,000. 
The rental subsidies for the whole 
nation may total $20,000,000 annual- 
ly at the end of three years. 

Some housing officials expressed 
the hope that eventually many local 
housing authorities may secure the 
money for their projects through 
private financing rather than from 
the Government. In such cases, the 
locality still would be eligible for 
the Federal rent subsidy. 

Subordinates of Ickes now are 
laying out a campaign for more 
local housing authorities. 


Model Forms Prepared. 


Legal aids have prepared model 
orms for setting up such an author- 
ity in any state which has adopted 
the necessary authorization. 

The procedure, in outline, is: The 

ity Council declares the need for 
a housing authority, citing the 
existence of insanitary or unsafe 
inhabited dwellings and a _ short- 
age of safe and sanitary accom- 
modations; the Mayor appoints the 
members of the authority. 

States which have not enacted 
housing laws are Arizona, Cali- 
fornia, Idaho, Iowa, Kansas, Maine, 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Missouri, 
Nevada, New Hampshire, New 
Mexico, Oklahoma, South Dakota, 
Utah, Virginia, Washington and 
Wyoming. 

In some, however, local housing 
authorities may be set up without 
state action. Los Angeles has a 
municipal housing commission al- 
though California has no State law.

Cold Cuts and Salads Fading 
Out in Favor of More 
Sturdy Foods. 


With the advent of cooler weath- 
er come the more substantial meals. 
Cold cuts and salads as main dishes 
are fading out of the picture and 
the sturdier foods take their places. 

Cooler weather usually means a 
renewed appetite and foods with 
high protein content. Consequently 
eggs, cheese, and fish which were 
disdained by the lagging appetite 
are being welcomed once again. 

Here are some recipes which will 
help bridge the gap between the 
end of summer and the beginning 
of autumn. 

Welsh Rarebit. 

One-half cup milk. 

Three cups grated cheese. 

One-half teaspoon dry mustard. 

Six slices buttered toast. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

Few grains cayenne pepper. 

One tablespoon thick steak sauce.

One and one-half cup canned or 
fresh cooked fish. 

One and one-half cup mashed po- 
tato. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

One teaspoon onion juice. 

Two teaspoons thick steak sauce. 

One-half cup grated cheese. 

One-half cup heavy cream.

But while 
the prices will be lower they will 
not be proportionately lower—that 
is, not so low as this big crop in- 
crease might seem to indicate, since 
consumer purchasing power is ma- 
terially greater than it was a year 
ago. 

There are three distinct types of 
grapes in the United States. In 
commercial shipping only two are 
important—Eastern grapes and Cal- 
ifornia grapes. Eastern grapes are 
often called the native bunch grapes 
or the slip-skins. The California 
grapes are also known as European 
or vinifera grapes. 


The Muscadine grapes, grown 
along the southern coastal plain 
from East Texas to southern Vir- 
ginia are of importance in their 
local areas. The white Scuppernong 
is the most extensively grown of 
this type. These Muscadine grapes, 
generally marketed locally, are 
suitable for table use or for making 
juice. 

There is usually very little doubt 
in the shopper’s mind whether she 
wants Eastern or Western grapes. 
The uses for these grapes, other 
than for table consumption, are as 
distinctly different as the grapes 
themselves. 

The slip-skinned Eastern grape is 
best for jellies and juice. The Cali- 
fornia grape, which will not part 
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with its skin, is best for making 
raisins and is widely used in wine- 
making. For eating raw, taste alone 
decides, if both types are in season 
and both reasonably priced. 

Varieties of California grapes 
have been on the market since late 
June. Some of them will be avail- 
able throughout December. Three 
of the four varieies grown most ex- 
tensively are on the market now. 
These are the pale yellowish green 
Thompson seedless, the red-skinned 
Flame Tokay and the Malaga. By 
the first of October, the Emperor, 
a red variety, will be obtainable. 

These California varieties loom 
impressively large in production 
figures. According to statistics 
compiled by the Bureau of Agri- 
€éultural Economics nearly 90 per 
cent of all grapes commercially pro- 
duced in the United States are from 
California, 

However, production figures don’t 
tell the whole story. They don’t 
include the supplies harvested pri- 
vately from backyard arbors in 
towns and cities. They don’t bring 
into account the wild grapes which 
make such delicious jelly. These 
sources may be too insignificant to 
be considered commercially, but 
they are important to the woman 
who is buying the family food. 


Slip-Skin for Jelly. 


So the Eastern grapes are of 
more consequence than the approxi- 
mate 10 per cent production shows. 
The largest per cent of them are 
sold in September and October. 

Most conspicuous of all these 
Eastern grapes is the Concord. 


Other important Eastern varieties | 


are the white Niagara, the red Del- 
aware and the purplish Worden and | 
Moore Early. 

Shopping for Eastern grapes is a 


‘comparatively simple task. Many 


are graded and shipped with a U. 
S. No. 1 table rating. There is 
also a premium grade, U. S. Fancy. 
But the first mentioned grade in- 
sures the purchaser that the fruit 
has been packed and shipped ac- 
cording to certain specifications and 
is a suitable quality for eating and 
preserving. 

The shopper herself must judge 
how well the merchant has cared 
for the grapes. She must watch

for bruised or overripe ones. And 
when buying ungraded grapes she 
must watch for those which have 
been picked at an immature stage 
or which are in very small bunches. 


The woman who has grapes on 
hand for next winter may make 
jelly, jam, conserve, butter, or juice. 
Grape butter, jam, and conserve are 
all made from fully ripe fruit and 
make use of the skin of the grape. 
Since the skin of the Concord is a 
good source of iron and the whole 
grape is only a fair source of this 
mineral it is well to use the skins 
whenever possible. 

Following is a recipe for conserve 
in which special precautions are 
taken to keep the skin from becom- 
ing tough from overcooking. 


Grape Conserve. 


Wash and drain slip-skin grapes 
such as Concord. Remove grapes 
from stems, To four pounds of the 
prepared grapes allow two pounds 
of sugar, one cup of seeediss 
raisins, one orange, one cup of nut 
meats, an done teaspoon of salt. 

Slip the skins from the grapes 
and keep them separate from the 
pulp. Peel the orange and discard 
the seeds. Chop the orange pulp 
and peel fine. Also chop the nuts 
fine. ° 

Boil the grape pulp, stirring con- 
stantly, for about 10 minutes, or 
until the seeds show. Press through 
a sieve to remove the seeds. To the 
grape pulp add the sugar, the 
raisins, the orange, and the salt. 
Boil rapidly, stirring to prevent 
scorching, until the mixture begins 
to thicken. Add the grape skins 
| and boil for 10 minutes longer or 
until somewhat thick. Stir in 
chopped nuts, pour at once into 
hot sterilized jelly glasses or glass 
jars and seal. 

Every good cook has in her re 
pertoire at least one recipe for 
grape jelly. She knows that slight- 
‘ly underripe grapes have the acid | 
| and pectin content essential to good 
‘jelly. But sometimes, in spite of 


her skill and experience, she gets a | 


gritty crystalline formation in her 
jelly. 

These cream of tartar crystals, 
which form in the juice of culti- 
vated grapes, are harmless but they 
detract from the appearance and 
quality of the jelly. The simplest 
way of eliminating them is to al- 
low the juice to stand overnight.

PEACHES YIELD FINE 
TASTY DESSERTS 


‘Prunus Persica’ May Be Baked 
Served in Shortcakes or 
Eaten With Cream. 


Perhaps you would not know 
them if you encountered them un- 
der the names of “prunus persica” 
and “amygdalus” but that is what 
botanists call the peach. The rea- 
son for two names merely indicates 
that some experts insist that they 
are members of the plum family 
which came from Persia while oth- 
ers claim them as part of the wild 
almond family which had its begin- 
nings in China. 

However, that may be, the Span- 
jiards brought them to Mexico and 
from Mexico this delicious fruit 
has spread to all parts of the 
country. Since this year has been 
and still is an especially good peach 
year you can never have too many 
ways of serving this fruit to the 
family. 

Bake them, put them in pies or 
short cakes; serve them with cream 
and sugar; add them to fruit cups 
and salads, use them in ice cream. 
If you vary the method of ap- 
proach the family will not have 
wearied of them by the time the 
season draws to a close. 

Grapefruit Peach Roll. 

One and one-fourth cups flour, 
sifted. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon baking powder. 

One-eighth teaspoon baking soda. 

One-half cup shortening. 

One-fourth cup butter. 

One-fourth cup grapefruit juice. 

One cup chopped stewed fresh 
peaches. 

One-half cup brown sugar. 

Sift together flour, salt, baking 
powder and soda. Cut in shorten- 
ing thoroughly. Add canned grape- 
fruit juice and mix lightly. Roll out 
to one-half-inch in thickness and 
spread with finely chopped peaches. 
Roll as for jelly roll. Cut roll in 
slices about = three-fourths-inch 
thick and place on lightly greased 
pan. Sprinkle with brown svygar, 
dot with butter and bake 20-25 min- 
utes in hot oven (400 degrees). 

Orange Glaze Sauce. . 

Combine one-half cup sugar, two 
teaspoons cornstarch and one 
eighth teaspoon salt; heat one cup 
of orange juice and stir into first 
mixture. Cook, stirring constantly, 
until mixture thickens—5 to 8 min- 
utes. Pour over grapefruit peach 
roll and serve immediately. 

Peach Mousse. 

One cup mashed fresh peaches. 

One-fourth cup sugar. 

Three tablespoons white syrup. 

One tablespoon water. 

One teaspoon gelatin. 

One-half pint whipping cream. 

Almond extract. 

Salt. 

Peel and mash peaches. Add su- 
gar, syrup and salt. Soak gelatin 
in cold water and dissolve over 
hot water. Add almond extract and 
gelatin to peach mixture, gradually. 
Put in trays of automatic refrigera- 
tor or pack in ice and salt and chill 
for three hours. Serve with cookies 
or plain sponge cake. 

Chinese Peach “Stone” Salad. 

Six large ripe peach halves. 

One package dates. 

Lettuce. 

One-fourth cup maraschino cher- 
ries. 

One-half cup nutmeats, chopped. 

Cream mayonnaise. 

Place large perfect halves of 
peaches on cup-shaped lettuce 
leaves. Fill the cavity in the peach 
with fruit ball (about size of a 
peach stone). To make it: Chop 
dates, nuts and maraschino cher- 
ries together; moisten with maras- 
chino cherry juice and roll into 
ball. Top ball in peach half with 
fluffy whipped cream mayonnaise 
and serve. Six servings. 

Banana Peach Cake, 

Make or buy a sponge or butter 
layer cake. Whip cream until stiff 
and color it a pale pink with food 
coloring. Peel and slice fully ripe 
bananas, and fresh ripe peaches, 
Put layers together with whipped 
cream, banana and peach slices. 
Put on top layer and spread with 
additional whipped cream; arrange 
banana slices in ring around edge 
of the cake; in center place peach 
slices arranged in “star shape.” 


GRAPE JUICE RECIPE TAKES 


ADVANTAGE OF CROP 


Here is a requested recipe for 
grape juice and since the season is 
so plenteous we are sure many 
housewives will want to take ad- 
vantage of it. 


Grape Juice. 

Ten pounds grapes. 

One cup water. 

Two pounds sugar. 

Strip grapes from stems and 
place in a grante stew pan with 
the water. Heat until the stones 
and pulp separate. Strain through 
jelly bag, add sugar and heat to the 
boiling point. Bottle while hot and 
seal well. This amount will make 
one gallon. When served it should 
be diluted with half the amount of 
water. 


‘Pineapple Mint Cocktail. 


Cut pineapple in small cubes. Add 
Sugar to give desired sweetness. 
Allow one-third cupful fruit for each 
serving, and for each serving add 
three after-dinner mints broken into 
small pieces, Let stand, covered, in 
a warm place for an hour, then 
chill, Place the pineapple in the 
glasses with some juice and garnish 


with a sprig of fresh mint, 


PEPPERMINT ICEBOX CAKE 


One pint whipping cream. 
Three-fourth teaspoon mint ex- 
tract. 

Two tablespoons confectioner’s 
sugar. 

Green coloring. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Eighteen large size chocolate 
wafers. 

Whip one and one-half cups of 
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the cream, add the mint extract,

one tablespoon of the sugar, and a 
few drops of green coloring—enough 
to give a delicate, pale green tint. 
Spread one-quarter inch of this be- 
tween the chocolate wafers, stand- 
ing them on edge to make a con- 
tinuous roll. Wrap the roll in waxed 
paper and let stand in the refrig- 


erator over night. To serve place 
the roll on a serving platter with 
the remainder of the cream, 
whipped stiff and blended with the 
vanilla and the other tablespoon of 
sugar. Slice diagonally to show 
rows of green and brown. This 


recipe serves eight to 10.

The traveling of the Governor, 
first to Alaska on a vacation in 
July and more recently to Massa- 
chusetts, has been the subject of 
some criticism within the official 
family.

Commission are Secretary of State 
Dwight H.-Brown, chairman; State 
Auditor Forrest Smith and State 
Treasurer R. W. -Winn, all Demo- 


crats. 
Stark’s Original Order. 

Gov. Stark requested the inquiry 
into the printing contract after 
representatives of 14 wholesale pa- 
per concerns had stated, in a letter 
to the Governor, that they had not 
been given time to prepare bids on 
the paper contract, that the meth- 
od of letting the contract denied 
fair competition, and asked for an 
inquiry into the circumstances of 
letting the last contract. The 
Printing Commission June §8, 
awarded the contract, for one year, 
to the Graham Paper Co. of  S5St.

The Governor, who had _ inter- 
rupted a vacation at Woods Hole, 
Mass., to return to Missouri to sign 
the bonds, was met at Union Sta- 
tion by I. A. Long, vice-president 
of the Mercantile-Commerce Bank 
& Trust Co. and spokesman for the 
St. Louis syndicate, who accom- 
panied him to the Mercantile-Com- 
merce Bank, where the Governor 
immediately began signing bonds. 

The bonds had been shipped to 
him in Massachusetts before Attor- 
ney-General Roy McKittrick ruled 
that they must be signed in Mis- 
souri, and the Governor brought 
them back with him as baggage. 

In a pasteboard box about the 
size of a grocer’s bread box, the 
bonds were easily carried by two 
Red Caps to an automobile wait- 
ing at the Twentieth street en- 
trance to the railroad station. Five 
uniformed policemen and several 
detectives were on hand when the 
Governor arrived with the bonds. 

About a 3-Day Job. 

The Governor said he did not 
know how long it would take to 
sign the bonds, the first issued in 
his administration, but informed 
estimates were that three days 
would be required. There are 3000 
individual bonds to sign as_ the 
$3,000,000 of bonds are all in the 
$1000 denomination. 

The bonds are to be delivered to 
the St. Louis purchasers by Tues- 
day. They will require, in addi- 
tion to the Governor’s signature, 
the signatures of Secretary of State 
Dwight H. Brown and of State 
Auditor Forrest Smith, who ar- 
ranged the private sale, now can- 
celed. Brown has refused a request 
of the Governor that he come to 
St. Louis to sign the bonds, so they 
must be sent to Jefferson City for 
the other signatures, and then re- 
turned to St. Louis for delivery. 

Gov. Stark declined to say where 
he would stop while in St. Louis. 
He said he planned to be busy sign- 
ing bonds and did not want to be 
bothered with callers: He plans to 
be in New York Monday, to break 
ground for the Missouri building 
at the World's Fair which will be 
held there in 1939, and from New 
York he will go to Atlantic City, 
N. J., for the annual Governors’ 
Conference, beginning Tuesday.

Agi- 
tation in Shanghai had not started 
yet. British pressure finally pre- 
vailed upon the Japanese to pro- 
vide a passenger train to Tientsen.

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Much Blindness 
Is Preventable 


At Child’s Birth 


Silver Nitrate Use Has Great- 
ly Decreased Prevalence— 
Method Very Simple.

OST blindness dates from baby- 
Moca to childhood. Most of it 

is preventable. And by means 
so simple! 

Imagine a line of a 100 new pu- 
pils entering a school for the first 
time. A pitiful sight, but it hap- 
pens every year. In 1908, out of 
that hundred, 27 would be blind 
because of birth blindness, or rather 
because of neglect on the part of 
the attendant at birth. 

In 1937, out of that 100, seven 
pupils will apply because their 
blindness is due to birth blindness. 

That is what enforcement of pre- 
ventive measures on +" > part of the 
attendant at birth has done in less 
than 30 years. And, of course, the 
absolute number of applicants has 
been reduced—there are not so 
many hundred as there were knock- 
ing at those gates. 

Birth blindness used to be the 
commonest cause of blindness. In 
the eighteenth century smallpox 
was the commonest cause of blind- 
ness, with birth blindness next. 
Then vaccination swept smallpox 
almost off the face of the earth, 
and birth blindness took the first 
place. In 1884 Crede, a German ob- 
stetrician, found that by dropping 
a drop or two of al per cent solu- 
tion of silver nitrate into each eye 
of the new born infant immedi- 
ately after birth, the incidence of 
birth blindness could be reduced to 
almost nothing. And this whether 
the birth occurred in the homes of 
the poor or the rich or in the char- 
ity service of a general hospital; 
and this was remarkable because 
among the patients of a general 
hospital the largest number of 
cases of birth blindness was liable 


to occur.

used by the entire world? The 
drops didn’t hurt the baby’s eyes a 
bit, even if the eyes were perfectly 
well. There was no elaborate pro- 
cedure necessary to be gone 
through—no microscopic examina- 
tion of the secretion from the 
eye—just put in the drops. on 
chance. Well, it wasn’t welcomed. 
People were afraid that putting 
drops into the baby’s eyes would 
hurt it. Midwives fought the idea. 
Not until 1933 did such an enlight- 
ened state as Illinois make the pro- 
cedure compulsory. 

Birth blindness is caused by in- 
fection of the conjunctiva of the 
baby’s eyes by passage through the 
birth canal. The germ which causes 
it is the gonococcus. If no pre- 
ventive measure is used a violent 
inflammation of the surface of the 
eye occurs, resulting eventually in 
scarring and that horrible cooked 
egg white appearance. All light 
gone forever. And perfectly pre- 
ventible by simple and harmless 
means. 

So if you hear anyone protesting 
about putting drops into the baby’s 
eyes, lend your enlightened support 
to making a correction. 

The other things that might mar 
the brightness of the eyes are in- 
fectious diseases later in life. Any 
disease may pull down a baby’s re- 
sistance and allow uicers to develop 
on the surface of the eyeball. They 
are healed by appropriate treat- 
ment. 

The baby needs sunshine, but the 
eye structures are sensitive, and 
the direct rays of the sun on its

AROLD BASSAGE, who, for 
Hiis good looks, would do admir- 

ably on the other side of the 
footlights, has arrived to take over 
his duties as director of the Little 
Theater of St. Louis. He succeeds 
F. Cowles Strickland, who resigned 
last winter after four years at 
the helm of the Union boulevard 
playhouse. 

Bassage, a genial, six-foot blond, 
who comes to St. Louis from the 
state of Washington via New York, 
is naturally enthusiastic about this 
new assignment. Is he going to be 
content to work with amateurs? In- 
deed yes! 

“I am a tremendous believer in 
the importance of the _ regional 
theater whether or not it operates 
on an amateur basis,” he exclaimed. 
“I believe it is valuable for three 
reasons. In the first place, to the 
audiences. The amateur groups in 
many communities provide almost 
the only opportunity for audiences, 
nurtured on the movies, to sge le- 
gitimate drama. From the actor's 
point of view, also the little thea- 
ters are important. The actor who 
for economic or social reasons has 
been unable to satisfy his desire to 
act by “going on the stage” has a 
chance to play in good sound, re- 
spectable productions, with the 
same personal satisfaction he would 
get elsewhere. On the other hand 
the actor who in his own mind is 
a professional finds a stage set for 
him. When you consider that the 
6000 stock companies which flour- 
ished over the country 25 years ago 
are now virtually extinct, you get 
some idea of how many ‘profes-

theaters. Incidentally. of course, 
‘the little theaters provide a train- 
‘ing ground for young actors who 
'mneed experience before they fare 


forth to ‘wham’ Broadway.” 


Bassage’s definition of the 
function of the little theater was 
pertinent in the light of the dis- 
cussions which took place last year 
when Mr. Strickland, opposing the 
board of governors, wanted to form 
the nucleus of a repertory company 
by paying a few of the more capa- 
ble players, hoping thus to keep 
them in St. Louis. 


Mis BASSAGE is not worried 


by the tendency of the young 

actors to “fare forth” once they 
have got their experience, leaving 
the director and his local audiences 
to agonize with a new crop of 
initiates. This draining away of 
talent to Broadway or Hollywood 
has been the great lament of Lit- 
tle Theater patrons here. But 
Bassage takes a long view of the 
problem. “That, after all, is, or 
was, vaudeville’s protest to Broad- 
way. ‘You're stripping me of my 
talent.’ As soon as a Fanny Brice 
clicked on the big time, she looked 
for new fields to conquer. That is 
Broadway's cry to Hollywood. 
That's the problem of any thea- 
ter. Paying the actors—making 
‘professionals’ of them—wouldn't 
keep them in St. Louis if they had 
serious ambitions.” 


To all intents and purposes, the 
Little Theater of St. Louis is pro- 
fessional, its new director feels. 
Certainly it has passed the phase 
at which its activities must be 
called “amateur theatricals.” 

Determined to have things run 
smoothly, Bassage plans to make

few changes in the actual pro- 
cedure of play producing at the 
Little Theater. Following the cus- 
tom of previous directors, he will 
hold open tryouts before casting, 
although he dreads’ them. “It 
sounds like a chorus call to me,” 
he laughed. Only in this case I 
am expected to judge the applicants 
—150 at once, isn’t it?—for more 
than height and looks. I hope 
eventually we can get to the point 
where people who want to work 
in the theater will come to my of- 
fice to talk things over, ag they 
would if they were applying for a 
job in New York.” 

Bassage is actually to have 
an office, a luxury denied directors 
since the secretary's increased 
duties entitled her to monopolize 
the little back room. The office 
is being created on the balcony, as 
part of the general refurbishing of 
the Artists’ Guild. 


For the time being’ then, 
Bassage will cast his plays in the 
traditional manner. He will not, 
however, follow the schedule of per- 
formances which Strickland initi- 
ated two seasons ago. Under 
this repertory system two plays 
were rehearsed simultaneously and 
played alternately for a month, The 
system broke down to some extent 
last spring because of technical 
complications, made more difficult 
by the limited facilities of the min- 
iature theater. Bassage will open 
his first play, the title of which 
is yet undecided, early in November 


and run it every night except Sun- 
days for two weeks. The other sys- 
tem was ideal for the company, be- 
cause every performance had the 
stimulus of an opening, but it 
proved impracticable for the Little 
Theater. The subscription season 
will include, as usual, five plays, 
with an extra production in the 
spring. 

The classes—free and open to the 
public—in acting, stage design, and 
the related arts and crafts, which 
Strickland inaugurated will con- 
tinue under Bassage’s regime. 
“I do feel strongly,” he empha- 
sized, “that these classes are the 
most individual thing about this 
little theater. I don’t see why the 
St. Louis theater shouldn’t make 
much of them. Every other little 
theater group has some distinguish- 
ing feature on which it has capital- 
ized.”

NE of the most radical changes 
():: the Artists’ Guild only hap- 

pens to be simultaneous with 
Bassage’s coming. That the 
face-lifting now in process. He is 
delighted, for he admits that when 
he visited the theater in January 
it struck him as just a little for- 
bidding. Although painters and 
carpenters still clutter up the place, 
it is easy to see what an improve- 
ment they are working. All the 
heavy, dark woodwork of the main 
gallery has been removed or oblit- 
erated by a heavy coat of white 
paint and a rose-beige trim. The 
theater itself is chalk white, which

at present looks barren and cold, 
but is a relief after the lecture- 
hall stuffiness which sobered many 
an audience. Bassage has mis- 
givings about the old, four-in-a- 
piece brown wooden seats, how- 
ever. He wishes something could 
be done with them, anything that 
would make spectators a little more 
cheerful about spending an evening 
on them. 

“Personally,” said he unblushing- 
ly, “I am in favor of as much red 
plush and gilt in the theater as 
possible. We're only second or 
third cousins to the circus, you 
know. Our stock in trade is magic 
and illusion. Why confine them to 
the stage?. I don’t mean we have 
to go around being ‘ham’ about our 
theatrically. But I do believe 
tremendously in real theater, not 
the photographic realism which 
dominated the theater a decade 
ago.

Oddly enough, F. Cowles Strick- 
land also came to the St. Louis 
Little Theater from the Berkshire 
Playhouse which he helped to es- 


tablish. 
M has been director of dramatics 
at Bard College, a branch of 
Columbia University, located at 
Annandale-on-the-Hudson, N. _ ¥Y. 
For one still in his early 30s—he 
looks even younger — Bassage 
has had a full and varied experi- 
ence in the theater. As an under- 
graduate at the University of 
Washington at Seattle he majored 
in rural journalism, but found time 
on the side to play in one of Henry 
Duffy’s stock companies. During 
summer sessions he worked at the 
university with such prominent per- 
sons in the theater as Albert Love- 
joy, Glenn Hughes, Whitford Kane 
and Iden Payne. 

Mr. Payne, who is known to St. 
Louisans for his work with Thomas 
Wood Stevens at the old Garden 
Theater, is now director of the 
Shakespeare Memorial Theater at 
Stratford-on-Avon, where Harold 
Bassage met him «gain this sum- 
mer. Perhaps it was Mr. Payne 
who imbued him with great enthu- 
siasm for the full-bodied, literary 
drama—he is a devotee of Play- 
wright Maxwell Anderson—and 
who indirectly inspired the produc- 
tion of Shakespeare’s “Cymbeline” 
at Bard College, which gained Mr. 
Bassage much attention last season. 
(There is a possibility he may of- 
fer the seventeenth century drama 
here this season.) 

Approaching the theater from 
the classroom, Bassage went from 
the University of Washington 
to Harvard University, where he 
took a master of arts degree in 
English, with concentration in dra- 
matic literature. There again his 
extra-curricular activities included 
playing stock in the somewhat arty 
productions of the Boston Reper- 
tory Company. His summers he de- 
voted entirely to work in the thea- 
ter, with summer companies at Bar 
Harbor, Me. and at Falmouth, 
Mass. 


At one time he taught speech at 
Lafayette College in Easton, Pa., 
“but the speech-teaching was just 
something they made me do six 
hours a week,” he interposed. “I 
was also technical director of the 
theater and staged a pageant that 
a $30,000 and had 20 horses in 

Which pretty well tells the story 
of the Lafayette interlude. 

Like his immediate predecessor 
in St. Louis, Bassage has also 
tried his hand at productions on 
Broadway, acting as stage manager 
for “Good-Bye Again” and “Thun- 
der On the Left.” 

Fortified by such wide experi- 
ence, and fired as he is with con- 
tagious zest for his profession, the 
new director of the Little Theater 
of St. Louis should take easily to 
his duties. It is a safe guess that 
the women will be the first to rally 
around his banner. He is unmarried 
and lives at the Gatesworth Hotel.

66 UST the children follow the 
M crowd? Mine come home 
from school weeping be- 
cause they cannot have the things 
others seem to have as a matter 
of course, cannot go with them 
where they go, cannot do as they 
do. Their complaint is, ‘Nobody 
likes us because we don’t go along." 
Must they stupidly follow master 
through thick and thin in order to 
live at peace in their world?” 
That depends. In matters that 
do not count, such as _ ordinary, 
dress, school activities, group in- 
terests, they would much better go 
along. They need the stimulus and 
the companionship of the group. 
Wearing a certain hat and sweater, 
belonging to the club, going along 
to the meet, why not? It is good 
to lend power to group with whom 
one belongs. 


But in more special matters they 
must often stand alone. They are 
not to join groups that make a 
practice of evening entertainments, 
They are not to join any sort of 
drinking, card playing, gambling 
set. They are not to smoke. They 
are most positively not to drink. 
If shunning such groups as indulge 
in that sort of thing is going to 
make them lonely, they are to be 
lonely. 

The many years I have spent in 
close touch with children of all 
ages have proved to my satisfac- 
tion that there are more children 
trying to do what is right and best 
for them than of the other sort, 
so that those who really want to 
be right have no cause to fear 
isolation. It is usually quite the 
other way. The ones who do risky, 
things in school and out are soon 
isolated. They may gleam bright- 
ly for a while, but their day is 
soon done.

HE chief difficulty with chil- 
T dren who want to do what is 

not good for them is in their 
early training. It is seldom that 
we find much of a struggle in chil- 
dren who have been trained from 
infancy on to live according to the 
family standards. Once these have 
been set, and they are set before 
children start for school, general 
ly they are not easily displaced. 

Most adolescent children expert 
ment’ a bit with the forbiddén, 
There is no need to get overexcited 
about that. Deal with each hap- 
pening as it comes; know it for 
what it is, an experiment of in- 
telligent, ambitious youth, and keep 
teaching the right way. Be sure to 
make the right way look attrac- 
tive. The devil wears scarlet, and 
to combat him a bit of color on our 
own uniform may not come amiss, 
Sprinkle wisdom with sparkling 
laughter and let sympathy and un- 
derstanding accompany reproof, 
Try to make yourself an example 
of goodness attractive enough to 
call for imitation. 

“We are all sheep gone astray,” 
for that matter. What is needed 
is a good leader, one who knows 
where he is going and how he is 
to get there. Leadership like that 
will show children when to go along 
and when to stand alone. Very soon 
they learn that he who has a good 
conscience for company is accome- 
panied by a verstaate host.

6% OURAGE is the first of po- 
C litical virtues,” said Lloyd 
George, in the Riddell Diary. 
“What about patience?” asked Rid- 
dell. ‘Patience is the highest form 
of courage,” Lloyd George added. 

Not many of us think of patience 
as courage at all, least of all the 
highest form of it. It was Thomas 
Hardy who said that patience is 
often the union o* moral courage 
and physical cowardice — a queer 
saying, surely, but true in some de- 
gree, perhaps, in many cases. 

Yet Lincoln, in whom patience 
was constant, if not supreme, can 
hardly be called a coward in any 
sense of the word. He had the 
courage to wait, lest he go too far 
ahead, and lose leadership. 


Chief Justice Hughes spoke the 
other day of the harm done by “im- 
patient minorities,” and it was a 
wise warning. How often, by im- 
patiently trying to get what they 
want, men actually lose what they 
have. 


One is tempted to say that im- 
patience is the curse of our age. 
We are in a hurry; we want what 
we want when we -yant it. Yet 
how often, by going too fast, we 
lose ground and slip back. 

Whole peoples, the victims of fa- 
tigue and despair, dream of a short- 
cut to social salvation, and lose the 
hard-won inheritance of ages. In 
clutching at the illusion of secur- 
ity, they lose liberty. It is one of 
the appalling facts of today, writ- 
ten large before our eyes. 

Men grow impatient of the slow, 
muddled methods of democracy, try 
to do quickly what gan only be 
done slowly, and find themselves 
enslaved. Efficient? Yes, but at 
what a frightful loss and cost. 

It is equally true in our own lives. 
A sure recipe for misery, fretful- 
ness and failure is as follows:— 
Mix a maximum of desire with a 
minimum of patience. It never 
fails to make unhappiness. 

Jesus was right when He said, 
as we read in a new version: “In 
your patience ye shall win your 
souls.” To be patient is to be wise 
as well as courageous, for thereby 
we can work cheerfully, while we 
wait quietly for the victory which 
comes when we are ready.
